The limitation of "combining with chelating agents, Eu or rare earth metal salt, and 
aqueous solution to form TiCVSCA gel" raises a new issue and would require further search and 
consideration. 

In regards to changing the baking temperature from 100-250 °C to 100-200 °C, the upper 
limit of 200 °C is not explicitly taught in the specification and, thus, has no criticality in the 
process. Such a change of the upper limit seems to be an attempt to overcome the applied prior 
art but would not be a patentable difference because the Applicant has not shown that an upper 
limit of 200 °C would have unexpected results. Because the claim has been amended from an 
upper limit of 250 °C to 200 °C without any support of criticality, the Applicant has shown that 
200 °C would have been an obvious modification. Additionally, Applicant is reminded to add 
the unit of temperature back into the claims. The unit of °C seemed to have been deleted without 
proper indication in the Applicant's Response filed 10/26/2006.
